HELLO,  FROM  OUR  NEW  PROGRAM  DIRECTOR 

How  to  say  hello  again?  I  am  sure  that  for  manv  it  will  be  "again,"  for 
those  of  you  who  were  with  us  in  the  early  '60s,  when  I  was  head  of  the  Drama  and 
Literature  staff  at  KPFK. 

In  that  time,  before  Vietnam,  before  assassination,  when  we  were  throwing 
open  the  gates  with  hallucinogens  (who  conceived  of  a  stoned  army  then?),  when 
"it's  all  a  movie"  was  considered  Zen  wisdom  rather  than  the  indoctrinated  indiffer- 
ence toward  a  TV  war,  in  those  salad  days  a  decade  ago  we  filled  the  air  with  a  para- 
physical  sound,  we  pioneered  the  tape  collage,  we  banged  Krazy  Kat  against  Samuel 
Beckett,  we  resurrected  Brecht  from  his  un-American  activities,  in  a  battlefield  of 
accents  so  thick  that  neither  side  did  literally  understand  the  other.  We  besieged  you 
with  monster  Mahler  marathons,  with  the  actual  screams  of  Antonin  Artaud,  with 
the  poems  of  young  Soviet  poets,  later  to  be  considered  subversive  by  both  our 
government  and  theirs.  Most  importantly  we  brought  you  the  sounds  of  Selma,  of 
Montgomery,  of  Birmingham,  those  unforgettable  recordings  of  Martin  Luther  King 
In  the  streets  of  the  South. 

In  1964  I  left  the  station,  left  America  with  my  family,  for  Europe,  on  a 
journey  that  was  to  take  us  back  and  forth  between  the  two  continents  for  the  next 
three  years.  We  saw  the  face  of  facism  oncops  on  Greek  islands  and  bouncers  in  Eng- 
lish pubs,  and  it  was  the  same  face.  Power  wears  many  masks,  but  its  lackeys  always 
look  alike.  By  1967  the  streets  of  Europe  were  filled  with  the  young  and  you  could 
no  longer  tell  what  country  they  came  from,  they  were  an  International  Front  born 
from  the  ashes  of  Madrid. 

Everywhere  there  were  reminders  of  America:  the  soulsound  of  Ray  Charles 
over  the  loudspeakers  of  a  Turkish  liner  to  Marseilles,  a  black  man  refused  service  in 
a  Hampstead  bar,  the  Algerian  quarters  in  the  hovels  of  Paris.  And  Vietnam,  Viet- 
nam, Vietnam 

1  return  to  the  station  after  three  years  spent  with  the  domestic  victims  of 
that  war,  the  jobless,  the  disabled,  a  veteran  of  that  most  unhappy  place,  the  welfare 
department  of  this  state. 

I  hope  we  can  move  out  together,  into  the  streets,  unlock  some  doors,  even 
break  some  windows:  let  some  sun  shine  in.  Ruth  Hirschman 


FROM  THE  MUSIC  DEPARTMENT 

George  Friderick  Handel  (his  spelling)  was  born  February  23,  1685,  and 
died  April  14,  1759.  So  why  a  mini-festival  of  his  music  in  August,  1971?  There  is 
no  particular  reason,  other  than  that  we  of  the  music  department  love  his  music  and 
want  to  share  the  object  of  that  affection  with  you,  the  listener.  The  Sunday  Opera, 
throughout  August,  will  feature  either  an  opera  or  an  oratorio  by  Handel,  several  of 
them  unavailable  on  commercial  recordings,  e.g.  the  opera  Riccardo  Prima  (other- 
wise known  as  Richard  I)  and  the  oratorio /^f/)a//a.  Noon  Concert,  each  Wednesday 
in  August,  will  be  devoted  entirely  to  Handel  and  will  include  all  four  of  the  Corona- 
tion Anthems  written  for  George  II,  the  twelve  Concerti  Grossi  of  Op.  6,  and,  of 
course,  Beecham's  delightfully  anachronistic  suite.  Love  in  Bath,  based  on  music 
from  Handel's  stage  works.  Peter  Lert,  on  the  Good  Morning  program,  will  undoubt- 
edly add  his  spontaneous  contributions  for  the  delight  and  edification  of  you  early 
risers. 

For  those  of  you  whose  taste  runs  to  things  more  experimental  and  con- 
temporaneous. Noon  Concert  will  also  feature  New  Music  for  String  Quartet  (Au- 
gust 2),  New  Music  for  Piano  (August  13),  and  New  Music  for  Voices  (August  30).
